"The  Boom  in  Preventive  Medicine” 

Kenneth  H.  Cooper,  M.D.

Recognized  through  his  writing  and  research  as  the  leader  of  the 
international  physical  fitness  movement,  Kenneth  H.  Cooper,  M.D., 
M.P.H.,  has  been  credited  with  getting  more  people  to  exercise  in 
pursuit  of  good  health  than  any  other  person. 

From  the  time  of  his  first  book  Aerobics,  (1968)  which  was  based 
on  a system  he  developed  during  his  U.S.  Air  Force  career  as  a senior 
flight  surgeon,  Dr.  Cooper  has  advocated  revolutionizing  the  field 
of  health  care  away  from  treatment  to  prevention  through  aerobic 
exercises. 

His  Aerobics  concept  has  stressed  the  importance  of 
maintaining  good  health  through  proper  exercise,  diet,  and  emotional 
balance  and  is  vigorously  promoted  through  The  Aerobics  Center 
established  in  Dallas  in  1970  and  through  his  research  and  books, 
the  most  recent  of  which  is  Running  Without  Fear.  His  five  books 
have  sold  more  than  12  1/2  million  copies  and  have  been  translated 
into  28  languages  and  Braille. 

Internationally  recognized  for  his  contributions  to  health  maintenance, 
he  was  named  by  The  London  Times  as  one  of  74  in  the  world  as 
"The  Greatest”  of  the  last  20  years.  In  Brazil  his  name  is  synonymous 
with  running  and  a Brazilian  may  very  well  ask  the  question,  “Have 
you  done  your  Cooper  today?"  He  is  presently  a consultant  in  the 
construction  of  a 750  acre  model  of  the  Dallas  Aerobics  Center  on  the 
outskirts  of  Tokyo  and  is  involved  in  similar  efforts  in  Australia,  Saudi 
Arabia,  France,  and  Italy. 

He  is  a strong  advocate  of  basic  research  in  wellness  and  has 
established  as  a division  of  the  Dallas  Center  THE  INSTITUTE  FOR 
AEROBICS  RESEARCH.  The  Institute  currently  possesses  a com- 
puterized exercise  database  of  more  than  100,000  person  years  and 
utilizes  as  an  objective  measure  of  fitness  the  treadmill  stress  test. 
It  has  conducted  broad  research  on  the  various  cardiac  risk  factors 
and  their  importance  in  health  maintenance. 

Dr.  Cooper's  Keynote  Presentation  is  sponsored  by  the  Aerobics 
Center  as  a contribution  to  the  theme  of  this  Meeting.  The  Society 
is  deeply  appreciative  for  this  important  part  of  the  program.
